The three- 
cornered race for the two vacant 
seats on tho school board promises 
to bring the women electors to the 
polls in large numbers. 


An avalanche of votes is expect- 


ed in every ward, as a result of the 
heavy registration. The tenth ward 
will turn out more than 2,200 voters 
if the weather is good, for there is 
more than that number registered. 
Tho ninth is showing an unexpect- 
ed strength, too, Aid. Thomas Qumn 
of that ward stated that 1,975 
voios are expected as n minimum. 


The sixth ward will turn out a 


big vote as well the fifth and sec- 
ond. 
A total vote of between 14,000 


mid 10,000 is expected. There were 
1-1,072 votes cast in tho fall elec- 
tion of 1920, the first time th« wom- 
en had the ballot. The increased 
interest brought about by a mayor- 
alty race, however, together with 
the educational program which has 
b(rtn carried on among women vot- 
ers will bring the vote considerably 
higher this spring, it is said.

<HE war psychology that seeks the destruction of Germany fafls_to

Moulton of the University of Chicago, as expressed-recently.
